I  have  pleasure  in  presenting  my  Annual  Report  on  the  public  health  and 
sanitary  conditions  of  the  Borough  for  the  year  ended  31st  Decemberj,  1964 o 

The  population  of  the  Borough  continues  to  increase ^  and  at  the  end  of 
the  year  rose  to  a  total  of  38?  140  personso  This  is  an  increase  of  970  over 
the  previous  yearo  The  number  of  births  recorded  during  the  year  totaled  582o 
For  the  past  few  years  the  birth  rate  in  the  Borough  has  been  running  at  a 
fairly  high  level  in  keeping  with  the  country  as  a  i^oleo  The  birth  rate  has 
not  diminished  in  the  way  that  many  people  anticipated  and  it  is  now  obvious 
that  the  gloomy  pre-war  forecasts  of  the  population  structure  having  an 
increasing  proportion  of  old  people  are  far  from  being  correct o 

The  infantile  mortality  rate  this  year  is  12° 03  deaths  per  Ip 000  live 
births  which  is  the  lowest  ever  recorded  in  the  Borough  and  compares  very 
favourably  with  the  national  average  of  20  deaths  per  1^000  for  the  country 
as  a  whole o  The  continued  improvement  in  the  figures  of  infantile  mortality 
are  shown  by  comparing  the  present  figures  with  those  30  years  ago  when  the 
rate  was  64  deaths  per  Ip 000  births  and  only  10  years  ago  the  rate  was 
29  deaths  per  Ip 000  births o  Maternal  mortality  was  again  nilp  this  being  the 
seventh  consecutive  year  in  which  there  has  been  no  death  in  association  with 
child  birtho 

510  deaths  occurred  in  the  district  but  it  is  worth  noting  that 
77  per  cent  of  these  were  in  persons  over  the  age  of  65 o  The  average  age  at 
death  for  both  males  and  females  was  over  70  yearso  This,  is  the  first  time 
that  this  has  occurredo  In  the  past  the  male  average  age  at  death  has  always 
been  below  the  age  of  70o  Coronary  thrombosis  continues  to  be  the  mai,n  single 
cause  of  deathp  causing  126  deaths  during  the  yearo  Cancer  was  again  the 
second  commonest  cause,  although  the  number  of  cases  of  cancer  of  the  lung  was 
less  (15)  than  last  year  (22)o  Infectious  disease  figures  continue  to  decline, 
the  number  of  new  cases  of  tuberculosis  having  dropped  to  11  as  compared 
with  24  the  previous  yearo  Only  one  death  occurred  from  tuberculosis  which 
indicates  a  remarkable  improvement  in  the  fight  against  this  disease  which  is 
aided  considerably  by  the  use  of  modem  drugs  in  treatment o  Not  a  single 
case  of  poliomyelitis  was  reported,  and  it  now  seems  that  the  vaccination 
scheme  is  having  successo  Oral  vaccination  against  poliomyelitis  continues 
to  be  given  in  both  clinics  and  schoolso 

The  need  for  constant  vigilance  against  outbreaks  of  infectious  disease 
was  brought  home  once  again  during  the  year  by  the  discovery  of  two  cases  of 
paratyphoid  fever  in  the  Borough o  A  school  girl  who  was  admitted  to  Vfoilker 
Gate  Hospital  in  April  was  found  after  bacteriological  investigation  to  be 
a  case  of  paratyphoid o  The  family  and  known  contacts  were  put  under 
surveillance  but  laboratory  investigations  showed  them  to  be  free  of  infect iono 
By  a  system  known  as  phage  typing  the  exact  type  of  paratyphoid  was 
identified  and  found  to  be  the  same  as  that  found  in  a  school  child  who  had 
contracted  paratyphoid  in  a  neighbouring  authoiltjo  The  only  link  between 
the  two  children  seemed  to  be  that  they  played  in  the  same  parko  In  spite 
of  detailed  investigations,  the  exact  mode  of  infection  was  not  discovered, 
but  tb-  s  is  not  surprising  when  one  considers  the  iramiierabl®  contacts  mad® 
and  3-.>-"-"-ienuertly  forgotten  by  cMldreno 


The  second  case  of  paratyphoid  occurred  in  a  school  teacher  who  had 
visited  Paris  on  a  training  course  during  the  summer  when  two  of  the  party 
became  ill*  These  two  persons  were  found  to  be  suffering  from  paratyphoid 
of  a  known  phage  type*  This  was  notified  by  the  Ministry  of  Health  which 
also  informed  me  that  another  member  of  the  course  was  returning  to 
Whitley  Bay*  The  teacher  was  seen  within  hours  of  returning  from  France 
and  laboratory  investigations  showed  an  infection  by  paratyphoid  of  the 
same  phage  type  as  that  affecting  the  other  members  of  the  course o 
Although  the  person  involved  had  a  slight  gastric  upset  while  in  France ^ 
there  were  no  symptoms  after  returning  to  this  countryo  This  incident 
illustrates  once  again  the  danger  of  persons  returning  from  travels  abroad 
after  having  temporary  gastric  upsets  during  their  visit o  In  such  cases 
it  is  most  important,  especially  for  persons  employed  in  the  food 
industry,  to  have  medical  clearance  before  beginning  worko 

I  feel,  in  conclusion,  that  I  should  refer  to  the  number  of  injuries 
caused  by  broken  glass  on  the  beacho  A  first  aid  station  is  operated  by 
the  Council  on  the  Central  Lower  Promenade  during  the  summer  season  and 
last  summer  more  than  half  of  the  cases  dealt  with  were  caused  by  broken 
glass.  The  total  number  of  people  brought  to  the  first  aid  station  for 
treatment  of  such  injuries  was  306,  many  of  whom  had  to  be  sen.t  to  hospital 
for  treatment.  It  should  be  brought  to  the  notice  of  the  public  that 
picnickers  who  take  bottles  on  to  the  beach  should  not  leave  these  behind 
on  leaving,  but  should  place  them  in  the  receptacles  provided  on  the 
Promenade 0  Glass  bottles  are  invariably  used  as  targets  by  children  playing 
games  and  become  broken  within  a  veiy  short  timeo  This  is  an  urmecessaiy 
hazard  to  which  children  playing  on  the  beach  should  not  be  subjected,  and 
it  is  easily  avoided  by  the  public  taking  simple  precautionso 

In  conclusion,  I  would  like  to  express  my  thanks  once  again  to  all 
members  of  the  staff  of  the  Health  Department  for  their  continued  assistan.ce 
during  the  year  and  also  to  the  Chairman  and  members  of  the  Health 
Committee  for  their  interest  and  support  in  all  measures  affecting  the 
health  of  the  Boroiagho

The  number  of  live  births  for  the  year  was  582  giving  a  birth  rate 
of  15.06  pey  1,000  populationo  305  of  these  were  males  and  277  females. 
The  Registrar  General's  comparability  factor  is  1.06  which  alters  the 
birth  rate  for  the  area  to  15.98  per  1,000.  There  were  12  male  and  8 
female  illegitimate  births,  representing  3.44  per  cent  of  the  total  births, 
and  the  number  of  still  births  wap  8  representing  1.36  per  cent  of  the 
total  births.  4  of  these  were  males  and  4  females. 

Deaths 

510  deaths  were  recorded  by  the  Registrar  General,  consisting  of 
240  males  and  270  females.

I  have  pleasure  in  submitting  my  ninth  Annual  Report  on  the 
activities  of  the  Public  Health  Inspectors’  Department  for  the  year  1964. 

Costing  statistics  refer  to  the  financial  year  1st  April,  1964 
to  31st  March,  1965. 

The  control  of  environmental  health  matters  involve  your 
Public  Health  Inspectors  in  many  varied  duties  and  the  year  1964  was 
no  exception  in  this  respect. 

The  public  health  ’’highlight”  for  1964  was  the  confirmation  by 
the  Minister  of  Housing  and  Local  Government  of  the  Council’s  No.  1 
Smoke  Control  Area,  the  date  of  operation  being  1st  October,  1965.  At 
a  time  when  many  local  authorities  have  suspended  progress  in  undoing 
the  mistakes  of  our  fore-fathers  who  were  oblivious  to  the  harmful 
effects  of  smoke  emission,  it  is  especially  gratifying  to  record  the 
enthusiasm  of  the  Council’s  Health  Committee  in  their  purpose  to  make 
Whitley  Bay  a  clean  air  town  in  addition  to  already  being  a  pleasant 
coastal  resort. 

The  increase  of  the  established  posts  for  Public  Health  Inspectors 
to  four  in  December  will  undoubtedly  bear  the  ’’fruit”  of  increased 
attention  to  environmental  health  matters  in  the  Borough  in  1965.  The 
decision  of  the  Council  to  transfer  the  administration  of  the  refuse 
collection  and  disposal  section  to  the  Borough  Engineer’s  Department 
will  also  allow  for  more  work  in  the  specialist  sections  of  the  Public 
Health  Department  and  comes  at  an  opportune  time  considering  the 
enforcement  of  the  Offices,  Shops  and  Railway  Premises  Act,  1963. 

Following  a  survey  of  premises  where  people  congregate  for  a 
wide  variety  of  reasons,  the  absence  of  hand  washing  facilities  in 
many  such  places  was  obvious.  While  we  have  no  statute  to  enforce 
such  a  basic  hygiene  facility,  work  of  persuasion  was  coimmenced  and 
will  be  established  as  a  routine  approach  to  persons  or  committees 
responsible  for  such  sanitary  conveniences. 

My  thanks  and  appreciation  to  all  members  of  the  staff  must  be 
recorded  with  a  special  reference  to  Mr.  P.  Ovington  who  has  now 
completed  his  last  full  year  as  Chief  Cleik  in  the  Public  Health 
Department.  His  considerable  knowledge  of  the  administration  within 
the  Department  gained  during  twenty-eight  years  service  will  be  difficult 
to  replace.  I  am  endebted  to  him  for  his  reliability  at  all  times  and 
hope  he  will  reap  rewards  in  a  long  and  happy  retirement. 

I  should  also  like  to  thank  the  Chairman  and  members  of  the 
Health  Committee  for  their  enthusiasm  and  support  during  1964.

No  site  licences  are  yet  in  operation  in  the  Borough  under 
provisions  of  the  Caravan  Sites  and  Control  of  Development  Act 5,  1960c 

An  application  for  a  site  licence  was  under  consideratloh.  at  the 
end  of  1964  involving  a  large  proposed  holiday  site  on  the  area  known  as 
Hartley  Camp^  Blyth  Road o  Considering  the  increasing  number  of  people 
who  spend  their  holiday  by  caravanning^  a  shortcoming  of  the  Borough  has 
been  its  lack  of  facilities  for  this  type  of  leisure.. 

I  anticipate  that  the  proposals  for  Hartley  Gamp  will  result  in  the 
operation  of  a  modern  holiday  caravan  site  with  high  standards  of  sanitation o 

The  established  site  at  Old  Hartley  continues  to  be  operated  by 
the  Caravan  Club  of  Great  BritaiUo  At  present  this  organisation  is 
exempted  from  the  licensing  requirements  of  the  principal  Act  but  it  is 
interesting  to  observe  that  the  Model  Standards  issued  for  the  guidance  of 
local  authorities  in  applying  conditions  to  licences  for  pri'^/ate  sitesj^ 
do  set  out  a  higher  standard  of  sanitary  and  other  facilities  than  those  in 
operation  at  our  Caravan  Club  site.

Three  accidents  out  of  the  total  of  five  reported  involved  young 
people  aged  15  or  16  years  of  ageo  Although  it  may  be  early  to  attempt 
to  comment  on  common  factors,  I  am  already  inclined  to  the  opinion  that 
3^oimg  or  new  employees  have  a  higher  accident  risk  as  a  result  of 
their  unfamiliarity  with  stairs,  drawer  and  window  operation  etCc 
Consequently  such  persons  should  excercise  extra  care  during  their 
first  few  weeks  of  employment  in  strange  premise So 


Rodent  Control 

Details  of  the  presence  of  rats  and  mice  in  the  Borough  and  the 
work  in  applying  control  measures  can  be  found  in  the  tables  on 
pages  32  and  35 o 

Two  poison  treatments  were  carried  out  in  the  town’s  sewers 
during  1964c  A  total  of  558  manholes  were  baited  and  260  partial  takes 
of  bait  were  recorded.  The  fact  that  rats  are  constantly  present  in 
certain  sewers,  even  if  in  small  numbers,  remains  as  a  challenge  to  achieve 
complete  eradication  without  greatly  increasing  costso  I  intend  to 
introduce  a  sectional  sewer  treatment  scheme  as  an  attempt  towards 
complete  eradication.

Piggeries 


My  apprehensions  regarding  the  building,  of  bungalows  within 
50  feet  of  the  large  piggery  at  Murton  Village  proved  correct ^  and  a 
petition  from  new  residents  in  the  bungalows  was  considered  by  the 
Health  Committee  in  Aprils,  1964 o  While  certain  improvements  were 
negotiated  with  the  owner/occupier  of  the  piggery >  it  will  always  be 
apparent  to  these  residents  that  approximately  200  pigs  are  being  reared 
adjacent  to  their  houses o 

It  was  most  unfortunate  that  planning  permission  was  ever 
granted  without  somehow  the  termination  of  the  piggeiy  being 
incorporated  in  the  scheme  and  only  discontinuance  of  the  piggery  can 
rectify  the  situationo 

The  consequences  of  this  predicament  have  become  problems  for 
the  Health  Committee  in  enforcing  general  Public  Health  Act  controls 
in  an  old  established  premise  when  even  the  most  modern  piggery  in 
the  same  position  would  cause  nuisance  to  persons  residing  only 
50  feet  away^

For  the  first  time  ever  the  cost  of  maintenance  and  repair  of  the 
conveniences  exceeded  £1,000  and  a  major  part  of  this  expenditure  undoubtedly 
arises  from  the  persistent  damage  to  prosiises  and  fittings  by  vandalso  Writing, 
on  compartment  doors  by  three  young  girls  actually  resulted  in  the  large 
convenience  at  Watts  Slope  being  closed  for  three  weeks  while  toilet  doors  were 
repainted o 


The  enthusiasm  of  the  staff  to  ensure  the.  maintenance  of  clean  and 
hygienic  conveniences  is  very  often  frustrated  by  the  senseless  and  sometimes 
.considerable  efforts  applied  by  a  small  minority  of  t)ie  public  to  destroy, 
deface  or  foul  these  proaiseso 

At  the  close. of  the,  year  thought  was  being  given  t©  installing  free  hand 
washing  and  drying  facilities  in  a  few  conveniences  with  a  view  to  all  toilets 
eventually  being  so  equippedo  It  is  disappointing  that  we  should  have 
apprehensions  about  such  an  essential  public  health  matter  and  I  hope  everyone 
will  not  only  use  these  facilities  but  use  them  with  respecte  After  all’ they 
are  their  own  property o
